Trained  Librarians 
Will  Be  In  Demand 

The  American  Library  associ¬ 
ation  states  that  next  year  there 
will  be  a  severe  shortage  of  pro¬ 
fessionally  trained  librarians. 
Positions  open  jnclude  head  li¬ 
brarians,  head  of  special  depart¬ 
ments  in  libraries,  builders  of 
book  collections,  specalists  in 
cataloging  or  reference  librari¬ 
ans. 

Beginning  salaries  compare  fa¬ 
vorably  with  salaries  in  other 
fields  of  work.  School  librarians 
are  usually  on  the  same  salary 
schedule  as  teachers.  Beginning 
salaries  in  university  and  pub¬ 
lic  libraries  range  from  $1200  to 
$1500. 

A  broad  general  education  in  a< 
college  of  recognized  standing  is 
the  first  step  in  preparation  for 
this  profession.  Courses  should 
include  such  subjects  as  sociolo¬ 
gy,  psychology,  history,  science, 
economics,  literature,  and  prefer¬ 
ably  two  modem  languages. 

The  next  step  is  to  enroll  in  an 
aerredited  library  school. 

For  further  information  write 
to  any  of  the  following  accredit¬ 
ed  library  schools  in  the  south¬ 
ern  area,,  esch  of  which, 'gives  the 
basic  first,  year  course  which 
prepares  for  work  in  all  types  of 
libraries:  Emory  University  Li¬ 
brary  School,  Emory  University, 
Georgia;  University  of  North 
Carolina,  School  of  Library  Sci¬ 
ence,  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C.;  Louisi¬ 
ana  State  University,  Library 
Sohool,  University  Station,  Baton

Just  as  our  fighting 
techniques  are  being  brought  up 
to  date  to  fight  the  new  physical 
warfare,  so  is  our  propaganda 
technique  being  created  and 
swung  into  action  to  combat  the 
subtle  Axis  attacks  on  our  men¬ 
tal  front. 

New  Agency

ifvthe  Office  of  Facts  and  Fte- 
unsk.  headed  by  the  poet  Archi¬ 
bald  McLeish^  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  staff.  ^  It  would  be 
heartening  new£y  to  alert  Amen- ; 
cans  that  some  Highly  intelligent  | 

1  pamphlets  are  beginning  to 
come  from  OFF  (whose  initials, 
of  course,  have  made  it  a  butt  for 
Washington  punsters).  One  of 
these  is  “Divide  and  Conquer.’’ 
a  booklet  on  the  Axis  lines  of 
propaganda  laid,  down  over  the 
short  wave  radio  and  then  assid¬ 
uously  cultivated  as  rumors  till 
they  are  even  repeated  in_  hieh 
places.  The  American  freedom 
of  speech  and  habit  of  criticism 
are  being  mad.e  use  of,  like  ev- 
ery  other  weakness  we  possess.) 
by  our  enemes;  our  love  of  a 
good  joke  is  used  to  disseminate 
such  subtly  undermining  ideas  as 
crop  out  in  this  story:  “A 
Dutchman,  Frenchman,  Greek 
and  Englishman  were  flying  to¬ 
ward  England  in  a  crippled 
plane.  To  lighten  the  load  and 
save  the  plane,  adyised  the  pilot, 
some  people  would  have  to  jump. 
Both  the  Frenchman  and  Dutch¬ 
man  promptly  djove  out  the  door. 
‘For  our  countries!’  they  cried. 
The  plane  still  faltered,  and  the 
p|ilot  called  for  one  more  man 
to  sacrifice  his  life.  The  Eng¬ 
lishman  rose,  his  face  grave.  ‘For 
England!”  he  said  solemnly- 
pushing  the  Greek  overboard. 

False  Information 
Before  the  German  consulates 
closed,  many  agencies*  open  and 
disguised  (like  Transocean  News 
Service,  German  Railroads  Infor¬ 
mation,  American  Fellowship 
Forum*  and  the  German  Librarv 
of  Information),  rent  out  such 
talers,  and  laid  down  the  basic 
ideas  of  Axis  attacks  on  U.S. 
confidence  in  our  allies.  “Many 
of  their  ideas  are  still  being 
spread  by  public?! ons  and  groups, 
often  unconsciously  and  without 
knowledge  of  the  source..” 

Before  Pearl  Harbor 
“For  several  years  before  Pearl 
Harbor,  Hitler  popaganda  in  this 
county  attempted  to  .  .  .  fdve 
the  impression,  that  the  war  was 
none  of  our  business;  that  no 
one  would  dare  to  attack  us;  that 
our  two  oceans  would  protect  us, 
that,  anyway  Hitler  had  no  in¬ 
terest  in  the  Western  Hemis¬ 


phere;  that  if  we  would  only  re¬ 
frain  from  doing  anything  Hit¬ 
ler  didn’t  like,  Hitler  would  leave 
us  alone;  that  anyone  who  warn¬ 
ed  us  that  Hitler  meant  what  he 
said  was  a  warmonger;  that  any¬ 
one  who  urged  us  to  gain  time  foi 
our  own  defense  by  helping  those 
who  were  already  opposing  Hit¬ 
ler  was  trying  to  lead  us  into 
war.”  This  was  precisely  what 
human  nature  would  make  us 
want  to  believe;  the  Germans 
were  clever  enough  to  get  the  in¬ 
ertia  of  human  nature  on  their 
si'de,  and  most  of  us  quoted  Dr. 
Goebbels’  line  in  full  confidence, 
because  it  was  so  comfortable  to 
b?  able  to  believe  in  our  safety. 
Today  there  are  few  who  can  be¬ 
lieve  they  felt  so  safe  before  De¬ 
cember  7th,  last,  and  most  of! 
us  realize)  our  soldiers  and  sail¬ 
ors — especially  those  heroic  crews 
who  have  gone  back  to  serve  on 
our  tanker  fleet  after  being  tor¬ 
pedoed  once  with  such  terrific 
losses— thes a  .men  are  being  sacri¬ 
ficed  because  of  inadequate  de¬ 
fenses,  and  defenses  are  inade¬ 
quate  because  we  couldn’t  bear 
to  think  war  would  really  get  to 
us.  Whereas  time  was  on  the 
side  of  the  Axis,  we  were  per¬ 
suaded  lhat  it  was  on  our  side’ 
only  experience  has  made  us  be¬ 
lieve  otherwise.  The  experience 
has  been  bitter. 

Wav  Propaganda 

In  short,  in  war  proganda,  cer¬ 
tain  lines  of  thought  can  be  pick- 
out  on  which  emphssis  is  placed 
repeatedly,  and  every  one  of 
these  penetrates  through  a  hole 
in  our  armor  made  by  our  own 
customary  lines  of  thought.  Am¬ 
ericans  have  had  many  d.oubts 
and  twinges  about  the  terrific 
costs  of  the  war,  and  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  giving  up  individual  free¬ 
dom  to  wage  it,  and  our  previ¬ 
ous  hostility  to  communism  ha? 
made  us  something  l?ss  than  a'- 
dor  in  affection  for  the  USSR 
These  natural  doubts  and  scru¬ 
ples  are  played  upon  with  many 
variations  in  a  way  th-sf  one 
could  almost  admire  for  its  dia-| 
bolic  cleverness.  This  is  a  list  of 
ideas  Hitler  wants  us  to  believe, 
?nd  many  people  are  debating 
them  already,  so  that  the  Ax:? 
twist  to  them  may  be  accepted 
without  our  seeing  the  danger¬ 
ous  turn  they  give  our  thinking. 
According  to  Hitler 
“The  British  are  decadent,  and 
‘sold  us  a  bill  of  goods.’ 

The  ‘New  Order’  Is  inevitable. 
Our  leaders  are  incompetent, 
our  Government  incapable  of 
waging  war. 

American  democracy  will  be 
lost  during  the  war. 

Ciivilian  sacrifices  wll  be  more 
than  we  esn  bear. 

Stalin  is  getting  too  strong,  end 
Bolshevism  will  jweep  over  Eu¬ 
rope. 

The  cost  of  the  war  will  bank¬ 
rupt  the  nation 
Our  armed  forces  are  weak.

BETTER  ORGANIZATION 

The  Honor  System,  composed  of  the  Board 
and  the  Council;  will  be  a  sub-division  of 
CGA,  a  signifcant  change  n  the  CGA  rules  and 
regulations.  Up  to.  the  present  time,  the  Honor 
Syst  em  has  operated  apart  from  the  CGA  al¬ 
though  it  had  been  a  definite  part  of  our  stu- 

t 

.  dent  life  and  government.  Under  the  new 
set-up,,  more  power  is  not  granted  to  'the  CAA 
:  officials. 

The  Honor  System  will  have  its  former  offi-, 
•  cers  and  will  function  accordingly.  The  major  i 
advancement  made  possible  by  htis  change  j 
will  be  in  the  general  effectiveness  of  proce¬ 
dure.  Since  this  phase  of  college  activity  will 
•become  a  part  of  CGA,  it  will  have  the  backing 
of  Student  Council  in  expanding  and  improv- 
■  lng  its  program. 

The  student  groups  that  composed  the  new 
rules,  and  regulations  had  the  foresight  to  con¬ 
sider  an  ideal  set-up,  whereby  the  Honor  Sys¬ 
tem.  would  eventually  extend  to  dormitory 
life  as  well  as  the  academic  work.  Certainly 
this  is  the  consisent  aim  of  the  Honor  System 
to  extend  its  program  to  nicliide  every  phase 
of  college  life, 

It  seems  to  us  that  this  alteration  in  the  re- 

< 

lation  of  the  Honor  System  to  CGA  is  a  defi¬ 
nite  and  safe  step  to  take  toward  the  desired 
end. 

On  the  surface,  it  appears  that  it  would  be 
ideal  to  have,  separate  housing  for  each  class. 

r 

This  proposal  was  rejected.  There  hould  be 
some  distinction  between  privileges  of  jun¬ 
iors  and  sophomores— separate  housing  for 
these  classes  would  make  this  alteration  more 
likely.  Bijt  war  conditions  will  affecft  our 
housing  situation  situation.  Most  students  will 
speed-up  their  individual  college  programs 
which  will  cause  increasing  complications  and 
irregularity  in  the  housing  of  students.  Thus 
to  preserve  some  of  the  spirit  of  dormtory  life, 
and  to  eliminate  unnecessary  irregularity,  it  is 
wiser  to  contnue  the  present  scheme  although 
it  must  not  seem  an  ideal  set-up. 

Eventually  .  we  hope  to  -acheive  separate 
housing. 

Webelieve  that  definite  advances  have  been 
made  in  the  formation  of  the  new  CGA  con¬ 
stitution,  rules,  and  regulatons  though  hey  may* 
not  be  felt  mmediately  by  the  student  body 
as  a  whole,  the  standards  are  stepping  stones 
which  are  leading  farther  along  toward  the 
ideal,  set-up.

We  are  a  nation  of  complainers.  We  complain  about 
politics,  about  education,  about  life  in  general,  and  lately 
about  the  war.  We  merrily  complain  about  tin  ration¬ 
ing,  about  rubber  rationing,  about  sugar  rationing,  and, 
lately,  particularly  about  gasoline  rationing.  We  do  not 
stop  to  realize  what  damage  all  this  heedless,  needless, 
complaining  may  do  the  morale  of  some  poor  serious 
minded  soul,  who,  because  he  thinks  we  mean  our  com¬ 
plaints,  believes  that  patriotism  in  the  American  nation  is 
dead. 

We  realize  what  the  men  in  service  are  doing  that  we 
may  have  the  American  right  to  complain  either  in  earn¬ 
est  or  in  fun.  What  we  do  not  seem  to  realize  is  that  they 
cannot  do  the  job  alone.  We  join  defense  training  groups 
and  think  that  our  duty  is  done.  It  is  not.  It  is  our  job 
not  only  to  keep  our  own  standards  flying  but  to  keep 
up  the  morale  of  'the  men  who  do  the  actual  flying. 

Is  our  job  done  if  we  write  letters  which  are  a  fifth 
columnists'  dream,  and  if  our  conversations  fill  the  bill 
for  any  Axis  minister  of  propaganda.  What  could  please 
the  Axis  better  than  to  publish  the  story  of  American  de¬ 
privation  as  told  by  American  citizens? 

We  complain  that  we  are  being  compelled  to  lower 
our  standard  of  living.  Is  it  not  better  to  temporarily 
change  our  way  of  life  in  order  that  we  may  have  a  chance 
to  live  in  the  way  that  we  have  chosen? 

College  students — because  their  "income"  is  relatively 
"fixed"— should  benefit  more  than  the  average  person  from 
the  Office  of  Price  Administration's  over-all  ceiling  order 
on  prices. 

The  inflationary  spiral  has  sent  retail,  prices  up  19  per 
cent  the  last i  year.  'Were  the  spiral  to  continue,  students 
find  it  tougher  and  tougher  to  compete  for  goods  and  ser¬ 
vices  in  a  market  glutted  with  eager  buyers. 

The  ceiling  on  retail  goods  goes  into  effect  May  18,  while  - 
that  on  services  becomes  effective  July  1.
